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Garden Care With Winter on the Way

New England gardeners far and wide know 
that in the winter, plants, shrubs, and trees, although 
appearing to be in a dormant stage, are still hard at work. 
Root systems continue to grow and seek nourishment as 
long as the ground remains unfrozen and temperatures 
moderate above a constant freezing point. Perhaps 
more importantly, however, are the bad guys: mold 
spores, bugs, funguses, and all manner of disease can be 
silently making plans to ruin all of your hard work come 
springtime. 

Gardening, even for us Nor 'easterners, is a year- 
round labor of love. Paul, my frequently conscripted 
husband, knows all too well that I'll be needing his 
assistance in order to keep our massive flower beds 
healthy, happy, and producing lush results. 

Yet we, even after 23 dedicated years of actively 
cultivating this plot in paradise, are mere amateurs. As 
we dive into the browning piles of leaves to get the job

done, my neighbors will hear me clearly call out, "Get the 
ibuprofen out of the medicine cabinet, dear!" 

In preparation for the yard action this year, I 
researched online and obtained some pretty interesting 
gardening tips, which I'm happy to share with you. So 
put your lawn furniture away, and haul out the rakes and 
wheelbarrows - let's go. 

First and foremost, let me remind you, dear 
reader, that poison ivy knows no season. Oh, the leaves 
and vines may be dried up and hard to see after the first 
frost or two, but if you plan on transplanting or pulling 
weeds and annuals out of the ground, the treacherous 
roots may be there. These roots are just as problematic 
as the oily leaves are in spring. So make sure to cover 
all exposed skin, use disposable gloves to protect your 
hands, and shower immediately after gardening. In my 
case, Fll just have Paul do those chores. 

From the University of Illinois, I learned 
something I never knew before about gardening in 
the fall, and that is the importance of continuing with 
supplemental watering. I was relying only on rainfall to 
do the job after the heat of summer. Paul will have to get 
the hoses back out of the shed. Here's what I learned: 
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Confused About Obamacare? 
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"Autumn is the time to prepare perennial flower beds 
for winter. In autumn, watering should be done on a 
continuing basis until the soil freezes and can no longer 
accept water/ 7 said Sharon Yiesla, U of I Extension 
horticulturist. "Keeping plants well hydrated helps to 
maintain a good root system. It is from this root system 
that the plant will re-sprout next spring. "Good watering, 
Yiesla noted, should consist of an inch of water every 
week between rainfall and irrigation provided by the 
gardener. Supplying that water in a good, deep, once- 
a-week watering is far more beneficial than sprinkling 
every day or two. A deep watering will encourage a deep, 
strong root system." 

From Iowa State University Extension Services, 
I found that what Fve been doing for years really had 
a purpose other than simply making spring cleanup 
easier. Fve always cut down flowers that had gone by 
in an effort to make the spring work less backbreaking. 
Here's what Iowa State tells us: "The removal of annual 
and herbaceous plant debris from the flowerbed is very 
important. Proper sanitation decreases the chance of 
disease and insect problems in the spring. Diseases and 
insects like to use debris as over wintering 'hiding places 7 
and they can then cause serious damage to plants in the 
following growing season. 

Diseased debris should be discarded and not 
placed in a compost pile because temperatures in most 
compost piles do not get hot enough to kill all pathogens.

Another good idea is to remove annual flowers 
after a killing frost. In addition, perennials that show 
signs of disease should be cut back in the fall/' 

We've always put down a layer of composted 
cow manure, allowing that to saturate and feed the 
flowerbeds through the winter months. Again I did this 
more for convenience, believing that by doing so spring 
and summer fertilizing would be less labor intensive. I've 
learned I still need to apply fertilizers in all season except 
winter. Roger Cook of This Old House fame discusses the 
importance of fall feedings on their website: 'Tall is here 
and it's time to fertilize. Taking the time to fertilize in the 
fall will strengthen your plants' and lawn's roots, giving 
them a strong base on which to thrive next spring." 

The first thing to understand about fertilizer is the 
formula, which is represented by three numbers, such as 
the common 5-10-5. The first number represents nitrogen, 
which promotes lawn blade and foliage growth; the 
second number stands for phosphorus, which helps root 
growth; and the third for potassium, which promotes cell 
function and absorption of trace elements." 
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Bridgeport, Connecticut 
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Cook also discusses that mulched beds make 
fertilizing even more important to the health of your 
plantings: 'Tall is also a great time to fertilize shrubs and 
trees. In my opinion, all trees and shrubs need fertilizer, 
because most of them are located in mulch beds that use 
up nitrogen as they decompose. In addition, every fall 
we rake leaves off these beds, depriving plants of the 
nutrients that decomposing leaves would traditionally 
release. To compensate, I recommend applying one to 
three pounds of slow-release nitrogen per 1,000 square 
feet of bed and cultivating lightly/ 7 

Who knew?! 

One thing that has changed dramatically for my 
husband and I since we first began our garden games . . . 
we ain't what we used to be in terms of physical ability. 
Back pain, no matter how careful we try to be, is a reality 
as we age. So, last summer, I began to look at my flower 
beds and considered remodeling them for less work 
without sacrificing season-long beauty. You may recall my 
bout with poison ivy and why I now know the roots are as 
hateful as the leaves, so be warned: Proceed with caution. 
What we did was thin out some very large overgrown 
patches of flowering perennials, making pathways that 
will allow easier access for cleaning and grooming the 
beds and bringing in more ornamental grasses. The 
pleasing result is more movement and architectural 
layering, which allows the flowering plants to stand out 
more strikingly. (Even if I do say so myself.) 

You may decide that roses, although requiring 
more vigilant care, are a good choice for you, not so much 
bending down low. And for shady areas, the abundance 
of perennial low light plants is mind-blowing. My favorite 
garden beds are the shaded beds that require very little 
maintenance while giving so much lush rich color and 
texture to the yard. Those are all cut down this time of the

year, again aiding in the health of the plants and the less 
intense spring cleaning. 

While I think that as time goes on Paul and I 
would be better off with Zen gardens where he could just 
use his leave blower to groom the sandy angular beds, 
we'll probably just soldier on as long as possible. As the 
stone tablet in my yard says, "An hour in the garden is 
good for the soul/ 7

globe - in order to be happy, feel appreciated, feel loved. 
Let me tell you what it really is: a load of marketing crap! 
Yes, I, too, will do some shopping. I, too, will reminisce 
over Christmases past where ripped wrapping paper was 
strewn over the floor and exhausted grown-ups were 
passed out after the holiday meal. I'll participate in the 
madness to a certain degree; no one wants to be called a 
Scrooge. But Fve come to believe that Christmas should 
mean something else, not a mad dash to the finish line. 
Christmas in bygone eras was rather different. 

As I recall, my father always looked forward 
to the dinner. He also appreciated a package of 
handkerchiefs, a box of chocolate-covered cherries, a 
pair of woolen socks. As a boy born into abject poverty 
in 1918, Christmas celebrations were Biblically based. 
The mass marketing that turned this time of the year into 
stockholder sugar plum dreams hadn't materialized yet, 
if you'll forgive the pun. He enjoyed simple foods, along 
with nuts ready for the cracking, while at the ancient 
upright piano, his mother and grandmother played the 
old-time Christmas carols: "Oh Come All Ye Faithful/ 7 
"We Three Kings/ 7 "Joy To The World. 77 1 wish he were 
alive today so I could make him his favorite mince pie and 
hold his hand just once more. But his time ran out nearly 
two years ago. 

My mother's childhood began nearly a decade 
later in 1923. Her childhood memories of Christmas past 
include fine meals laid out by her hardworking mother, 
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whose kitchen talents are now legendary. They might have 
spent most of the winter months eating baked beans, potato 
soup, and cranberry sauce sandwiches, but for Christmas 
there was always a leading star on the table. Whether it was 
a beef roast or turkey, my grandmother somehow produced 
it for her children. Her father would travel to New Bedford 
and bring home oranges or apples and a favorite treat, 
rock candy. These were the highlights of their holiday 
celebration, as I don't think gifts were available or even 
popularly given in their economic strata at that time. 

With parents whose holiday backgrounds were 
so modest, you won't be surprised to learn that when 
they could, they did provide everything to their children. 
Therefore, my Christmas memories are much richer in 
terms of stuff, loot, gifts under the tree. 

There would always be the stocking, not hung by 
the chimney with care because we never had a fireplace, 
but instead pinned to the back of an upholstered armchair. 
In the toe, we'd find a 50-cent piece, a delicious apple, an 
orange, some candies or nuts, and rising out of the top a 
chocolate covered marshmallow Santa. When the year had 
been profitable for Dad, we had plenty of gifts. There were, 
of course, those gifts that were still considered necessary, 
like new underwear, socks, or pajamas. Yet these sour notes 
were leavened by a Shirley Temple doll, a Howdy Doody 
puppet, or in later years for my brother, a cowboy play set 
that included the Lone Ranger and Tonto. One year, I got 
the gift-of-all-gifts for a little girl: toy kitchen appliances, 
pots and pans, and real fake food. I was in kid heaven! 

When things didn't go so well for Dad's business, 
somehow my mother still managed finances well enough 
to give us something we wished for from the Sears and 
Roebuck Catalog. As we got older and understood the 
miracle of Christmas wasn't Santa, but instead our parents' 
ability to provide a warm, comfortable home for us, we 
tempered our expectations and still they strived to give us 
what they never had had themselves - possessions. 

Today, my 90-year-old mother understands that 
possessions are meaningless. Sure, we had the momentary 
innocent joy of playing with toys while our parents looked 
on confident they had done the right thing and spent

made appointments to the Mattapoisett School Committee 
and the Council on Aging.

SIGNS OF AGING 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
but wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for 
senility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from 
Hills that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food.

Front Street Garage Improvement Discussed 

Marion Board of Appeals 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

The addition of a third garage, which 
encompasses a proposed 30-by-36-foot addition that 
does not meet the side-yard setback requirements, was 
discussed at the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 7 
Thursday evening meeting. The property is located at 407 
Front Street in Marion. Currently, the property has two 
garages, and the applicants want three garages, with a 
bedroom above the additional third garage bay. There was 
no input from abutters, who were notified of the proposed 
change on the property. 

Charles Blanchette requested a Special Permit 
under section 6.1.3 of the zoning bylaw to allow the 
reconstruction, extension, alteration, or change to a 
nonconforming single family structure. 

Anthi Frangiadis, of Anthi Frangiadis Associates, 
represented the applicant. Frangiadis provided a plan of 
the existing property and the proposed changes. 

John Silvia, sitting in for Chairman Eric Peirce, 
asked about the comments received from the town 
assessors regarding the two lots on which the property 
sits. 

"The assessors recommended that the two lots be 
combined, officially," Silvia said. 

Silvia noted that the Marion Board of Health and 
Conservation Commission had no comment on the ZBA 
request due to the lack of notification to them regarding 
health and conservation issue on the property. 

The applicants were silent on the issue of 
combining the two lots into one. ZBA member Tom 
Cooper asked about a second method of egress from the 
bedroom above the proposed garage bedroom. "We will 
have an egress ladder," Frangiadis said. Board member

and which Teal said was published with funds from the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition, had at least been reviewed by 
paid town employees, as well as had been mailed on the 
town's postage permit. 

"It was reviewed by Town Counsel - that's tax 
dollars/ 7 he said. "That doesn't sit well with me." 

Johnson said that though there's nothing wrong 
with a committee being in favor of an article, they're not 
permitted to use town money to push for it. 

"When we were pushing for [Rochester Memorial 
School], they had to fund [informational brochures, etc.] 
without having any of us [the Planning Board] on it," said 
Johnson, who added that a separate group was formed for 
fundraising and promotion for that issue in particular. 

Johnson and Bailey also said that the brochure, 
which was mailed to residents, was deceiving because it 
did not provide anything negative about CPAs. 

"The brochure is misleading because it doesn't 
provide all the info," Johnson said. 
"There were no cons," Bailey agreed. 

According to Teal, the added tax for residents 
with a vote in favor of the CPA would be about $54 
dollars per year, and that money would go into a rolling 
fund, upwards of 27 percent of which is matched by the 
state for preserving things like historical buildings and 
open space in town, as well as potentially providing funds 
for affordable housing and other projects.

along Route 105, which is considered a Scenic Highway. 
This means that the board must first approve any tree 
removal along the road. 

"Some neighbors aren't happy that a house is 
being put in there/ 7 said Johnson, who said they must 
have a hearing, which will take place at the next meeting 
of the Planning Board, before any trees can be removed. 
"We'll have a hearing to cover the basics for the town and 
the applicant." 

The Board also voted to continue the public 
hearing for Covanta Energy regarding the future 
construction of a CNG Fueling Station on Route 28, 
noting that the next meeting could eventually be the last 
in a series of public hearings, at which it is likely they will 
approve the final plans for the site.

majority of our students/ 7 said Principal Derek Medeiros, 
who took over in September. 

Medeiros and Assistant Superintendent of 
Curriculum Elise Frangos have identified writing and 
math as two key areas that need improvement at the 
school. 

"We're hyper-focusing on writing/ 7 said Frangos, 
adding that " we 7 11 be exploring other more optimal ways 
to present mathematics to students. 77 

Overall, the school saw 73 percent of students 
score either advanced or proficient in English and 
Language Arts (ELA), and 68 percent of students score 
either advanced or proficient in Math. 

One area that Frangos noted needs improvement 
is in the fifth-graders 7 Science and Technology scores, 
where just 32 percent of students scored advanced or 
proficient, but Frangos cited the implementation of a new 
program at the school last year. 

"Last year was a year where we significantly 
shifted [the science and technology program]/ 7 she said. 
"There was a big shift during the year, and we had a lot 
going on. 77 

Another area notable of being in need of 
improvement was fourth-grade Math, which showed 45 
percent of students in that category. 

As far as student growth is concerned, students 7 
scores reflected 58 percent growth in both Math and ELA. 

"We are above the state average, which is 50

percent growth each year/ 7 Medeiros said. 

The Committee discussed the possibility of 
departmentalization for teachers at the school, but said 
that they didn't foresee any changes in the near future. 
Currently teachers are responsible for teaching across 
the disciplines, though some members of the committee 
and the community have expressed a need for dedicated 
teachers for each subject area. 

" Although we have talked about 
departmentalizing, Fd like to talk to the teachers before 
we do that/ 7 Medeiros said. 

In other news, Facilities Manager Gene Jones said 
work is being done to the school that will allow those in 
the office to control the locks for the entire school. 

Also, Superintendent Doug White said that an 
opening for the Business Administrator at the school has 
not yet been filled. 

"We're trying to find someone with some 
experience/ 7 said White, who noted that he had received 
some interest from retirees looking for part-time work, 
but not yet for a full-timer.

Sippican School Moves Up a Level in Quality 

Marion School Committee

Accolades went around the table at the 
Wednesday evening meeting of the Marion School 
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Committee at the Marion Town House. According to state 
standards, Sippican Elementary School was at a level 2 
last year, but due to improved MCAS scores and other 
various improvements, it moved up to Level 1. This 
higher Massachusetts educational rating was celebrated 
by the school and School Committee at the meeting. 

In other business, the board is looking for 
volunteers from Marion - young and old - to provide 
input to the school on four research issues that involve 
the future of education in the community. These 
areas include: Academic Rigor, Twenty-First Century 
Technology, Organizational Goals, and Relationships 
Between the Town of Marion and the School District. 
Anyone interested in joining one of these teams can call 
Diana Russo at (508) 758-2772, ext. 195. 

In Superintendent Doug White's report, he 
highlighted the success of the Abigail Adams Scholarship 
and said that almost one-third of the graduating class 
had received a tuition waiver for up to eight semesters of 
undergraduate education at a Massachusetts state college 
or university. This equates to a full, four-year scholarship 
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to a state college in Massachusetts. 

These ORR students received scores of advanced 
or proficient on grade 10 MCAS tests in English language 
arts and mathematics and have combined scores on 
MCAS tests that place them in the top 25 percent of 
students in the graduating class in their district. 

"This is an amazing number of our local students 
receiving this incredible advantage/ 7 Chairman Joseph 
Scott said. "This is an incredible success story." 

Next up was Elise Frangos, Assistant 
Superintendent of Curriculum and Instruction. Frangos 
said that on December 3 from 6:30 to 8:30 pm, a highly 
noted speaker will give a talk for parents, grandparents, 
and students on the responsible and ethical use of social 
media. The talk will be held in the ORR Junior High 
library, and all are welcome. 

"Sexting, texting, and all about what is ethical 
and appropriate will be discussed," Frangos said. "We 
encourage parents, grandparents, and others to attend." 

A statistic quoted by Frangos noted that 
those between the ages of 16 to 34 years old regretted 
social media notes and data that remain in the social 
domain years later and may be resulting in fewer job 
opportunities and future options. 

A parent of a student came before the board and 
asked for permission for a fundraiser for the sixth-grade 
class at the school. His proposal was for students to draw 
a map of the town of Marion, with local advertisements 
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around it, as seen in many towns, and distribute it, free, 
to local businesses. The board, after a brief discussion, 
agreed to the request. 

In other business, Gene Jones, Director of 
Facilities, reported that the interior and exterior light 
upgrade at Sippican is 95 percent completed. 

Students Team Up With Mattapoisett Land Trust 

ORR Update

Last week, 15 students from Old Rochester 
Regional High School volunteered to help the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust restore an overgrown 
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blueberry patch. The students - all members of either 
the Community Service Learning club (CSL) or 
the Environmental Club - were dismissed early on 
November 5 to work with the Land Trust. 

"Each student was given work gloves, a 
MLT volunteer t-shirt, and a task to complete/ 7 said Ellen 
Flynn, a member of the Mattapoisett Land Trust. The 
main job was to clear away branches and wood chips in 
between the rows of blueberry bushes. 

"It was totally overgrown when it was purchased 
by the Land Trust/ 7 said Mary Cabral, a teacher at ORR 
and advisor for CSL. After being untreated for many 
years, white pines and maple trees had grown throughout 
the 1,500 blueberry bushes on the land. These trees were 
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cut down and chipped, leaving debris between the bushes 
that needed to be cleared. Still, Cabral said the blueberry 
patch was "an amazing piece of property. 77 

The space surrounding the approximately 680 
bushes had already been cleared by the Land Trust, and 
the ORR students helped to continue these efforts. For 
about an hour, the students used rakes and wheelbarrows 
to clear the debris to the outskirts of the property. Flynn 
described the student volunteers as "wonderfully willing 
and hardworking. 77 

Healthy snacks were provided when it was 
time for a break. "One young student had never had 
a blueberry, so that was a perfect segue for Director 
Mike Huguenin to begin his brief discussion regarding 
the North American blueberry, the genus Vaccinium, its 
characteristics and history/ 7 Flynn said. 

Huguenin, also a member of the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust, gave a short presentation on the process of 
soil testing. "He talked about the pH levels and how 
an application of humic acid needed to be added to 
the soil/ 7 Flynn said. Huguenin also demonstrated the 
proper method of collecting soil samples using a specific 
digging tool. He explained how one must take samples 
from different areas around the property in order to get a 
complete analysis. 

"The students seemed very engaged whenever 
any one of us addressed them or was giving instruction/ 7 
recalled Flynn, who said she was pleased with the event. 
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''There is so much to share and so much to learn from 
each other/ 7 

Cabral and Lynn Connor, a teacher at ORR and 
advisor for Environmental Club, both expressed positive 
opinions about the volunteer work. "It worked out really 
well/ 7 noted Cabral, saying she hopes the clubs will work 
with the Mattapoisett Land Trust again in the future. 

After all, there is still plenty of work left to 
do with the blueberry patch restoration project. After 
clearing the space between the rows of bushes, the Land 
Trust plans to plant new blueberry bushes as well. "I 
explained to the group that many community members 
have donated money to buy a blueberry bush in their 
name or in the name of a loved one, and an ultimate goal 
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will be that in two to three years people will be picking 
blueberries free on this well- preserved piece of land/ 7 
said Flynn. 

With the help of ORR volunteers and others in the 
community this goal is within sight. As an added bonus, 
this volunteer trip helped to establish an educational 
outreach between the high school and the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust. ORR Environmental Science teacher Laura 
Jean Champagne hopes to bring in guest speakers from 
the Land Trust, and possibly get her students to work 
hands on at the Land Trust properties as well. 

In other news, the CSL club would like to send 
out a " thank you" to all of the families who donated 
costumes to their Halloween costume drive. CSL would 
also like to thank the elementary schools in the ORR 
district for organizing the costume drive at their locations. 

In total, CSL collected about 170 Halloween 
costumes. While some costumes went to students in the 
Tri-Town, the majority of donations went to Gifts to Give. 

"One hundred and seventy children in the New 
Bedford area got costumes because of the generosity of 
[the] Old Rochester district," Cabral said. 

As the holiday season rolls in, ORR hopes to 
keep this generous spirit high. National Honor Society 
will be starting their annual Thanksgiving canned goods 
collection this week. Donation boxes will be placed in the 
students 7 homerooms. After Thanksgiving, the CSL will 
be starting their second annual Toys for Tots collection. 
The students of ORR are showing their generosity more 
and more as the year progresses. 

Wyman Wins D5 Championship

Girls' Soccer: The Lady Bulldogs, coming off of

Unfortunately, the girls 7 playoff 
run ended with a 2-0 shutout loss. The girls played well, 
but could not keep pace with the top-seeded Cardinals. 
The loss ends the Lady Bulldogs 7 season, and they will 
graduate six seniors. 

Cross Country: The boys 7 and girls 7 cross country 
team participated in their state meet last Saturday, where 
several outstanding performances took place, the most 
notable being Mike Wyman. Wyman won the Division 5 
Championship with a 15:27 time on the hilly 5K course, 
narrowly edging out Newbury port's Nick Carleo. On the 
girls 7 side, Sammie Barrett placed 26th with a personal 
best 20:23. Emily Josephson also ran a personal best, 
running a 20:30 for 30th place. The girls 7 team placed 
seventh overall, and the boys 7 placed 10th as a team. Since 
only the top four teams in each division advance to the 
All State Meet, both teams 7 seasons are over. However, 
Wyman qualified for the meet as an individual, so he 
will be advancing to run against the best in the state next 
Saturday. 

Football: The biggest story at ORR this week 
was the undefeated success of the football team. The 
boys managed to keep their playoff run going, handily 
defeating the East Bridgewater Vikings 38-20 in the 
Division 5 South Semifinals. Richie Phillips led the team 
with two touchdowns and a fumble recovery, finishing 
with 156 yards on the night. Sophomore running back 
Darien Dumond also scored two touchdowns, one on 
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a pivotal sequence that gave the Bulldogs a second half 
lead after the first half ended at 14-14. Senior Haydon 
Bergeron kicked a 30-yard field goal to extend the lead, 
and quarterback Nolan Bergeron ran for a three-yard 
touchdown to solidify the victory The Bulldog defense 
also played well, thanks in part to Chris Demers, who 
had two interceptions.

Thor: The Dark World. Starring Chris Hemsworth and 
Natalie Portman. Directed by Alan Taylor. Running 
time: 120 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Tiresome as the Thor movies can be, they occa- 
sionally yield oddball beauty on a level that you can only 
see in a movie that cost one hundred and seventy million 
American dollars. In Thor: The Dark World, for instance, 
there's a gorgeously rendered Viking funeral (never mind 
for whom), and an evil red substance called The Aether 
that gooshes around in mid-air, and a "Dark Elf" named 
Malekith (Christopher Huddleston) who looks like a cross 
between Legolas and Count Orlok and who wants the 
Aether, but can't have it because it flows in the veins of as- 
trophysicist Jane Foster (Natalie Portman). There's also a 
bit when Thor (Chris Hemsworth), our hammer- wielding 
hero, gazes out at the stars, and there's just a hint of Kirby 
Krackle to them — one of the visual trademarks of leg- 
endary Marvel artist Jack Kirby, who helped create Thor 
and so much else of the Marvel universe, and whose heirs 
will get the following percentage of this film's mighty 
profits: zero. Just a reminder. 

So Jane's been Aetherized, and Thor must protect 
her from Malekith while making sure that the Conver- 
gence of the Nine Realms goes off without a hitch. Got it? 
Heroine has something, bad guy wants it, good guy fends 
off bad guy. Got it. You need that simple thread to hold 
onto, because Thor: The Dark World, like so many other 
superhero sagas, clots its arteries with a great deal of plot 
cholesterol. The plot, indeed, relies on endless plotting to 
keep itself going — people are always scheming, and not 
just Thor's trickster-god brother Loki (Tom Hiddleston). 
For some reason, Thor has to go behind the back of his 
father Odin (Anthony Hopkins) to save the day, and this 
involves brawling with a good many Asgardian soldiers 
who are just doing their jobs, trying to get through the 
workday without having to chase some idiot in a space- 
ship. It also involves putting a large amount of trust in 
Loki, who, as wryly played by Hiddleston, is much the 



best reason to see the movie. 

These Marvel movies may be full of pomp and 
circumstance — one legacy left by bombastic, alliteration- 
smitten Marvel co-creator Stan Lee — but thank Odin 
they have some humor, unlike the mopey, overlong DC 
epics we've been getting. Kat Dennings helps bring the 
proceedings down to earth as Jane's BFF and assistant 
Darcy; her snark is just what's needed in this fantasy-sci-fi 
behemoth that straddles worlds. Other women in the film, 
from Asgardian warrior Sif (Jaime Alexander) to Thor's 
mother Frigga (Rene Russo), get to kick some ass, and 
Jane's physics aptitude helps save the universe. It takes a 
while for this big machine to creak into motion, but once 
it's headed for the finish line it involves everybody on 
every conceivable level — nobody sits on the sidelines, 
except maybe Odin, though Hopkins is still in full impres- 
sive roar, bellowing at Loki, "Your birthright" — the final 
"t" spat out like a dagger into his bad son's heart — "was 
to die\" 

If I don't sound overly enthusiastic about most of 
the new Marvel movies, it's partly because they blur past, 
leaving scraps of ghost memory. Nothing much is, or can 
be, at stake because we know Thor can't die — not when 
Chris Hemsworth is under contract for another Thor film 
and two more Avengers films. (Not that superheroes ever 
die for long in the comic books, either.) Good must always 
defeat evil resoundingly, though not enough so that 
the villains can't return for a sequel or two. And what's 
Thor's weakness? That he's in love with a mortal woman, 
and so his loyalty is torn between two realms — that's 
about it. He's a bit impetuous, and does stuff against 
Daddy's orders, but things turn out okay, so hubris is 
not his fatal flaw — if anything, it's having a father who 
thinks he's always right but isn't. But again, Thor puts 
a thoroughly visually-imagined fantasy world on the 
screen, and doesn't lumber around in it like Peter Jack- 
son dawdling in Middle-earth for three more movies. It 
brings some awe and brawny excitement into comic-book 
cinema. I just wish these Marvel-verse movies weren't so 
nerdishly interconnected that we feel as though we're not 
getting the whole story until all 674 films have come out. 
It'd be nice to be able to skip one, once in a while, but by 
this point we're too deep into it; we have to see it through 
until Iron Man 12 or Avengers 9 or whatever.
